INTERESTING 
BOOKS AT 
CITY LIBRARY 


An absorbing book for the cas_ 
jual nature reader is SOMETHING 
RICH AND STRANGE, by Robert 
E. Schroeder. In 1960 Dr. Schroe- 
der took a year otf to do some 
scuba diving in the Virgin Islands. 
His adventures and discoveries, 
told in a delightfully informa) 
manner, include the life histories 
of fascinatingly complex and ¢o}- 
orful creatures. Diving at night 
among sharks, turtles and reef 
fishes gave him some exciting mo- 
ments. This is not organized as a 
reference book, but nevertheless 
contains enough scientific infor. 
mation to make it useful to any- 
one seriously interested in marine 
life. The color plates are very 
fine. 

Another natural history book, 
_the first in a new series, is THE 
GREAT AMERICAN FOREST, by 
Rutherford Platt. He will be re- 
membered for his award-winning 
THIS GREEN WORLD, and in this 
new book he again shows his im- 
aginative grasp of his subject. 
The fossil ghost woodlands of the 
past are discussed in detail, the 
dense wilderness reaches of the 
Indians and the explorers come to 
life, and the far smaller forests of 
today are described with a visual 
appreciation too often lacking. 
His book closes with an unexpect- 
ed plea for conservation. 

We have been waiting a long 
time for Elizabeth Bishop's third 
volume of verse, but to our de- 
light, QUESTIONS OF TRAVEL 
is all that was expected and more. 
She is, quite simply, the finest 
poetess we have, outside of Mar- 
ianne Moore. Her poems are 
superbly disciplined, exquisitely 
proportioned, and magically: de- 
tailed. About half the poems are 
concerned with Brazil, where she 
Inow lives. The others are widely 
varied; some are landscapes, some 
narrative, and some more or less 
autobiographical. Miss Bishop’s 
descriptive excellence and the 
sheer rightness or beauty of cer- 
tain phrases make all of the poems 
instantaneously pleasurable.
